_ livered Inspiring Address 
on “The Flag” 


It was only through the notices an- 
nouncing the nature of the meeting 


being late that the usual banquet room 
ef the Kiwanis was able to accomo- 
date the large attendance on Tues- 
day evening. 

The short yotice hardly gave time 
for some’ of the Kiwanians to invite 
‘a guest, otherwise every veteran in 
the district would have been there. 
As it was over twenty-four veterans 
were entertained, whom, with the 
forty odd members of the Kiwanis 
club formed a goodly campany, 

The evening was given over by the 


Kiwanis club‘ to celebrate Thanksgiv-. 


ing and Armistice Day, and Tuesday 
evening will go down in local annals 
as one of the greatest nights for 
hearty and spontaneous fellowship in 
the history of the club, Kiwanian 
Jack Hay, as one of the veterans, oc- 
cupied the chair for the evening and 
discharged his duties with such mili- 
tary precision that not a moment was 
lost and the program proceeded with 
the swing of a highland regiment on 
the march, 

If others.in Wetaskiwin could only 
have heard how the opening anthem 
of “O Canada” was.sung by the vet- 
erans present and the members of 
Kiwanis, it would have been an ob- 
ject lesson to. them indeed. 

Kiwanian Jack Hay, aftersgrace had 
ben said, asked for one moment’s 
silence forthe comrades who had fal- 
len in the great war, and as the gong 
sounded again each member and 
guest dovetailed himself in at the 
festive board, as Kiwanian Rosie said, 
instead of a square meal it was a 
squeezed ona, Between the courses, 
the songs included “Pack up your 
Troubles,” “It’s a long way to Tipper: 
ary,” “The Long, Long Trail," and 
-other favorites. 

The attendance prize was confined 

‘ta the visitors, and Stewart Ce ‘mpbell 
the recipient, was given the condition 
attached to the prize, that it was to 
‘be dispensed among the guests be- 
sfore leaving. Had the chairman of 
thea publicity committee only waited 
for this function, what a much bright- 
er and Hghter account he could have 
given, perhaps! 

Veteran J. &. Griffiths contributed 
a good story, while Messrs. Crant, 
Martin, Wells, Maggs, Jacobs, Me- 
Diarmid and several others contri- 
buted group songs which were sung 
with great gusto. Veteran McDiarmid 
read a few extracts from letters of 
soldiers’ wives sent to pay headquar- 
ters during the war, asking increased 
allowances for dependents, giving the 
most extraordinary causes for their 
requests, the reading of which simply 
made the gathering roar with laughter. 
Veteran_T. C. Rubbra sang the old 
favorite “Tommy Atkins” an old song 
‘the writer remembers hearing for the 
first time during the days of Kitchen- 
er’s march to the relief of Gordon at 
Khartoum. 

Kiwanian P. A. Miquelon delighted 
the gathering with “The Marseillaise” 
sung in French, 

On the_arrival of the Edmenton 
train the Rev. Canon Carruthers, the 
speaker of the evening, entered the 
room. By his tall, distinguished fig- 
ure, he impressed everyone as an 
ideal captain, of the expeditionary 
force who had sailed overseas. <A vet- 
eran himself, he lost no time after the 
chairman’s {ntroduction, in launching 
forth on one of the most inspiring 
and impressive addresses it could be 
one’s privilege to hear, 

He chose as his subject “The Flag” 
mentioning that we are known by our 
colors in the same way that the scien- 
tist can only tell the presence of elec- 
trons in the spectrum by their color, 
the rarer metals and composition of 
the sun being only found by their col- 
ors in the spectrum, so was it in the 
white race. We were composed of 
the three colors, red, white and blue, 
the same as our flag. Our blood was 
red, our veins blue and our skin and 
bones white. There would always be 
war, he said. It would take millions 
of years before the peoples of the 
world could came to such a state of 
perfection that all would live in peace. 
Life itself was a war, a struggle all 
the time with conditions. Stagnation 
was a state of existence approaching 
the grave, He was sure good would 
come out of the great catastrophy of 
the late war, but We were yet too 
near the great impact to realize it. 
The League of Nations was a great 
step and would undoubtedly retard 
war, 

His description of how Sir Cecil 
Rhodes, that great empire builder, 
rode out at night:with a single com- 
panion to interview the Matabele war 
chiefs, and how they laid down thelr 
spears at his feet when he told them 
of what the British empire could do 
for them, and secured w peace that 
formed a bond of nations, Like Sir

Edmonton, Nov. 6.—More than 400 
citizens joined last night in a com- 
plimentary banquet to Hon. Charles 
Stewart, minister of the interior and 
for West Edmonton, the 
event being one of the most success- 
ful of its kind in the history of the 
city. The main dining room of the 
Macdonald hotel ‘was crowded to cap- 
acity and a large number were provid- 
ed for in an overflow room. 


The speakers of the evening were 
Mayor K, A. Blatchford, 'M.P., of 
East Edmonton; Joseph T, Shaw, pro- 
vincial Liberal leader, and Hon. Mr. 
Stewart. William Rea, president of 
the Edmonton Liberal association, was 
chairman, 

Capt. Shaw, in replying to the toast 
to the Liberal party, gave an inspir- 
ing and lofty outline of the aims and 
aspirations of the Liberal party, while 
Hon. Mr. Stewart, in an address on 
“Canada” stirred the big audience 
with an eloquent review of the possi- 
bilities of the Dominion and a thought- 
ful reference to the prospect of Can- 
ada growing into one of the great na- 
tions of the world.

CIVIL SITTINGS OF 
SUPREME COURT 


The regular half-yearly sittings of 
the supreme civil court were held 
here last week, His Lordship, Mr. 
Justice Walsh, presided. 

The first case was Lingrell vs the 
Municipal District of Stocks, and took 
up two and a half days. At the con- 
clusion of the case, His Lordship re- 
served judgment. The facts are, that 
on the 30th of November last, while 
Mr. Lingrell, the plaintiff, who is a 
farmer in the district of Hughenden, 
was .driving six horses, consisting of 
three teams of two horses each, with 
120 bushels of wheat in a wagon box 
four feet high, from his farm into 
Hughenden, the wagon skidded on a 
narrow piece of road and turned over. 
Mr. Lingrell was thrown off the top 
of the load and lit on his feet on the 
hard ground, breaking several bones 
in both feet, with the result that he 
received more or less permanent in- 
juries. He sued the municipal dis- 
trict for special damages of about 
$600.00 and general damages of 
$6000.00. The plaintiff alleged that 
the cause of his accident was that 
the road was too narrow, being a fill 
across a slough at the point where 
the accident happened, and only ten 
feet wide, and that the surface of the 
road had too high a crown. 

Alexander Knox appeared for the 
plaintiff, and C. H. Russell for the 
defendant.

WHEAT POOL WILL 
CONSIDER TAKING 
COAST ELEVAT

The ae areal or mative wine by the 
Alberta wheat pool of the offer made 
by the Vancouver harbor commission- 
ers to rent the pool one of the Vancou- 


ver government elevators, will be 
made this month at a meeting of the 
directors, according to George H. Mc- 
Ivor, western sales manager of the 
Canada pool, who returned recently 
from an extensive trip to the Pacific 
coast, 

The Vancouver board offered to re- 
commend to the Canadian  govern- 
ment that the lease of the elevator 
be given to the Alberta pool, and set 
a time limit of one month to accept. 
The directors will meet within that 
time. 

With the Alberta pool in control of 
that elevator, they will have their 
own facilities at the coast for storing 
more than 2,000,000 bushels of grain. 
The Vancouver elevator has a capa- 
city of 1,800,000 bushels, and the one 
at Prince Rupert, also controlled by 
the pool, has a capacity of 1,250,000 
bushels, Objection by private inter- 
ests to a lense of the Vancouver cle: 
vator being given to the pool,-has been 
quieted by the fact that so far this 
year only 20 per cent of the total 
grain going to Vancouver hag been 
consigned to the public elevators.

Tuneanine a AGAIN 
DELAYED BY RAIN 


(Special to The Times) 

Winnipeg, Nov. 6, 1926—Rain and 
snow delayed resumption of thresh- 
ing during the week in all but the 
southern districts of Saskatchewan, 
and odd spots in Manitoba, according 
to the weekly crop and weather re- 
port of the agricultural department 
of the Canadian Pacifie Railway. It 
is expected that if weather conditions 
remain favorable over the week end 
that threshing will be general every- 
where by Monday next. Good pro- 
eress was made with threshing in 
Alberta, work being carried on all 
week without interruption, and under 
favorable weather conditions. At the 
present time 90 to 95 per cent of the 
Manitoba crop is threshed, 95 to 100 
per cent of the Saskatchewan crop 
and 95 to 100 per cent of the Alberta 
crop. One week's good weather would 
see the threshing cleaned up in all 
thre prairie provinces. In many cases 
farmers have been able to continue 
wowing when unable to go on with 
their threshing, with the result that 
some districts are’ well advanced with 
this work. Taking the prairie prov- 
inces over, however, thirty per cent 
of plowing in Manitoba is done, 40 to 
45 per cent in Saskatchewan, and 30 
to 385 per cent in Alberta. The oat 
crop throughout the west is relative- 
ly poorer than the wheat crop, and 
in numerous districts it will be nee- 
essary to import a considerable quan- 
tity of both feed and seed before next 
spring, but on the whole there is suf- 
ficient rough feed. This winter the 
western provinces are going into the 
winter with all abundance — of soil 
moisture, which will remain in the 
ground until the crop takes it out 
next spring and summer, There {is 
plenty of pasture for both horses and 
cattle in the stubble fields, and live- 
stock generally are going into winter 
quarters in good condition. In the 
Fdmonton, Dunvegan and British Col- 
umbia railway territory, yields of 
all grains are heavier than last year, 
the greater proportion of the wheat 
being shipped grading number” two 
and some of it number one. 95 to 
100 per cent of the threshing is done 
and 40 per cent of fall plowing.

den culls or «windfalls, is still with 
us, I had thought that modern busi- 
ness taught dealers the folly of adopt- 
ing such tactics, but it seems not so. 
One lady marketer told of buying a 
basket of apples that looked extra 
choice, only to find that beneath the 
top layer was hidden culls, fallen 
and damaged fruit that should not 
have been offered for sale at all. The 
motive for a huckster to so swindle 
(for I believe it is 'a swindle) the 
public is obvious—to get a high price 
for low grade fruit. But. surely they 
must know the cost of such a policy. 
As in the case of the apples mention- 
ed above, the lady who found herself 
“stung” told her friends, and good- 
ness knows who all. the friends didn’t 
tell, Will the purchaser return to this 
particular dealer to trade again? Will 
her friends? Not so that you'd no- 
tice. More business is lost by palm- 
ing off an inferior article than’ would 
be gained a dozen times over by the 
few pennies obtained by trickery. I 
feel safe in saying that few of this 
type of dealer remains. Present day 
business methods are built on other 
lines—courtesy, service and quality 
goods. It is the steady customer who 
makes. a ‘business pay, and nobody 
becomes the steady customer of a 
dealer who will put the best of his 
stock on the top of a basket with 
culls underneath and palm them off 
as Al goods. It is too much to ex- 
pect. Sellers are too plentiful for 
buyers to put up with such underhand 
practices, and any dealer who by 
trickery makes a sale is bound ‘to 
suffer in the end for it. Honesty is 
the~ best,.policy, and;thank - goodness, 
the great majority of merchants and 
dealers know it and adopt it as their 
business motto.—Ex. :

Ia a preceding article, reference was 
made to a player in Chicago holding 
thirteen of a suit and the statement 
was made that such a hand would be 
held onby once in about one hundred 
and fifty billion hands, The law of aver- 
ages, however, seems to have ellppes 
somewhere for another such hand — 
thirteen diamonds, this time — was 
held in Chicago, July 19, 1925, and is 
authenticated by affidavit. Why. the 
law of averages seems to slip only in 


The dealer, Mr. John Donahog, bid 
one diamond, A bid one heart, Y passed 
and B bid one spade. From then on B 
and Z bid up the hand until Z bid seven 
diamonds and B overbid with seven 
spades, even though his partner, A, 

_ had doubled both the six and seven 
diamond bid. Z opened the king of dia- 
monds and if B had trumped in A's 
hand with the ten of spades, discarding 
the trey of hearts from his own-hand, 
he could have made a grand slam. He 
was so excited, however, over the bid- 
ding, that he discarded a heart from A's 
hand and trumped in his own hand. As 
a result he lost his contract by one 
trick. It really is a most unusual hand 
and one for all auction players to re- 
member. It is authenticated by affi- 
davit so that there is no doubt as to its 
actual occurrence.
